Voters will go to the polls Oct. 14.

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Support workers protest outside hospital

Carrying signs and waving flags, 
Didshiiry Hospital suppt)r1 workers were 
out in forc e Sept. 3 to protest what they see 
as unfair treatment by the provincial gov- 
enunent. 

A total of 7,500 maintenance and clerical 
workers throughout this local of Calgary 
Health Rt'gion have hcHm without a union 
contract since the end of March. 

The' |)rimary issue at stake is w'hal union 
inendH'rs perceive as ui\just iiuHiuities in 
pay relative to their co-workers. 

“We’d like to be c>qual with everyone 


else,” .said Candy Nortlu-ott, chairiH'rson of 
the local utiion chapter iuid a store's atten- 
djuit at the Didsbury Hospital. “We have a 
lot of staff here and a lot of support...To 
get treated fairly is what we want." 

“The nu'inbers are out today to show that 
they supt)ort the (bargaining) ti'am, and 
that this is a big deal," said Alberta Union 
of Provincial EmploycH's (AUPE) prc'sident 
Doug Knight, citing the lack of wc'ekend 
and shift premiums for support workers as 
one example of incHjuality. 

“If you're working side-by-side with 
someone on a night shift... you should be 
(paid) the same...differential for working 
that night, as the person you’re working 


bc'side,” he said. 

“No money’s come forwiird even after 
(I’n'mic'r Ed) Stelmach has promLsc'd it." 

Staffing is becoming an increasingly sig¬ 
nificant concern as workers retire and new 
facilities are coming online, said Knight, 
adding that .some support employees are 
taking st'cond and third jobs to meet rent 
payments and other exiH'n.s('s. 

“If you’re not going to pay your staff 
enough to (attract others) into the field, it’s 
a (iroblem.” 

A mediator has been brought in to 
resolve the dispute after negotiations 
betwt'en the government and union repre- 
.sentatives broke down. 


“Tile CHK Ls being a bit recalcitrant. It 
seenvs like they don’t want to make a deal," 
said Knight. 

Because thf* hospital worki'rs are consid¬ 
ered to lie an es.sential service, they cannot 
take strike action, and will have to go to 
binding arbitration if mediation fails. 

“We pn'fer to make a deal at the table,” 
indicated Knight, noting that arbitration 
typic ally yields a less favourable rc'sult for 
the union. 

“I’m hoping the mediator will write a 
report that will be satisfactory to memlier- 
ship.” 

Alberta Health Services officiaLs could 
not be reac hc'd for comment. 


Town council opts out of postal review

Didsbury town council lias dcH'idcHl not to iiarticitiate in the 
t ’anada Post Strdtc*gic Rc'view, a fc'dt'ral govenunent initiative 
examining current service Ic'veLs and jHissible dc'n*gulation of 
mail dc'livt'ry. 

Council voted during its last mcH'ting to take* no furthc'r 
su'tion on corrc*s|K)ndc'nc-e nH-civc>cl from tlie Canadian Union 
of Postal Workers opfMising the pro|K)sc'd dc'n'gulation. 

“Coiuicil fc'lt at this time' that thc'y wc'rt' not comfortalilc' 
with putting forward a Ic'tter of supiHirt for the (union)," 


c'xjilainc'd 1 iidsbury mayor Briiui Wittal. “We dcH’ided jast to 
accc'pt the' information as prc'sc'iitc'd with no further follow-up 
on it.” 

Den'gulation would allow privatized corixirations to 
tx'come invoK’C'd in Ic'tlc'r delivc'iy, which could rc'sult in jxxir- 
c'r sc'rvice to rural comnumitic's, the union states! in its Ic'ttc'r. 

Wittal isn’t convinc'c'd that will Ix' the e-asc'. 

“Tlu' one .side' Ls claiming that costs an* going to go up 
extn'inely if we go away fnim the e-iiire'iit systc'in tJiat we liave 
into a privatizexl system," he said, indic ating that incn'asesl 
coni|M*tition e-an somc'timc's n*sult in lower coasiuiu'r c'osts, 
as in the* case* of phone .systems. 


It’s hard to .say at this ixiint how niral jxistal .service could 
be* affectcxl by any such change, he adcksl. 

“If it Ls privatizes!, no doubt they will lexik at tilings like vol- 
lune and gniwth and jxitc'ntial for pnifitaliility, luid small es'n- 
tn's es'rtainly an* going to lx* nion' difficult for thesn to .se'rvice' 
linifitalily,” said Wittal, but notes! tlial mail delivery exjx'asc's 
an* aln'ady a e-onceni for the post office. 

“Tfu'n'’s no guarantes' that (nsluessl sc'rvie-e' levels) may not 
tia|)|x'n in the* cuirc'iit e'nvironnu'nt as we*ll.”

New declaration system for 
western Canadian wheat 

You are now required to sign a Declaration of Eligibility 
for the Class form annually at every licensed facility 
where you deliver to confirm that your wheat is eligible 
for a specific western Canadian wheat class. 

Carefully store and track your harvest 
Maintain careful records to track your wheat — 
in storage and during delivery. 

Know what you deliver 

If you want your wheat to be graded as any class other 
than feed, you must deliver a registered variety. 

Declare your wheat at delivery 

Be ready to declare that your wheat is eligible for 

a specific class of western Canadian wheat. 

If you have someone hauling grain for you, sign the 
declaration at the elevator before delivery and make 
sure your transporter knows your wheat’s class.

Since llic provincial 
('liinali' (Tiaiif'c and 
Hinissions Manancincnl Act 
was inlrodnc*‘d last year, 
carbon emissions in excess 
of a ceilain target level have 
been subject lo a ciirbon lax 
of •$15 per tonne, which is 
paid into mt en\'ironmental 
lechnologj’ fund. 

To reduce their lax 
expen.se, oil compani(‘s and 
other emitters havt- the 
option to puri'has*' carbon 
credits - also known as ‘off- 
sel.s' - from suppliers, at a 
cost U'ss than the lax 
iunounl. 

Suj)pliers include farm¬ 
ers, who can have a po.silive 
impact on the en\ironment 
by adopting itnK-es.st's such 
as zero tilling and good 
nuuiure matagement. 

“Tliis is a way to encour¬ 
age them, since they’re not 
regulated, to practise g(M)d 
einironmenlal slewiadship 
on the land,” explains 
KoIhtI Coulter, president of 
Emission Cn'dils 

Cori)oralion, which a<‘ls as 
an intermediary hetw(*en 
buyers aid si'llers of cred¬ 
its. 

The company has han¬ 
dled over .$2 million in off- 
st'l credit trarsaclions so 
f;ir this year. 

“That helps the environ¬ 
ment now... (and) of 
coursi', fanners gel paid by 
the largi- carbon i-milli'rs.
